There 
were  several  replies,  in  fact,  but  one, 
signed  “O.  D.  Bluchcr”  seems  to 
answer  “The  Eye”  better  than  all 
others.

A  REPLT 

There  is  nothing  more  misleading  in  j 
the  realm  of  criticism  than  a  half  truth. 
The  situation  pictured  by  our  friend 
who  calls  himself  “The  Eye  That 
Secs”  exists  but  it  does  not  assume 
the  proportion  nor  the  significance  that 
he  attaches  to  it.  We  challenge  the 
argument  that  success  in  life  depends 
primarily  on  “dress  and  address.” 
What  provision  is  made  for  the  potent 
^indefinable  element,  personality  which 
made  a  president  out  of  the  rustic  Ab- 
Taliam  Lincoln?  What  place  is  ac¬ 
corded  in  his  scheme  to  genuine  achieve¬ 
ment,  that  earned'  the  deformed  but 
brilliant  Steinmetz  a  niche  in  Pro¬ 
gress’  Hall  of  Fame?  Was  it  personal 
appearance  that  savod  Socrates  from 
■oblivion?  Let  us  also  remember  the 
majority  of  students  might  be  better 
able  to  comply  with  the  aesthetic  de¬ 
mands  of  the  critic  if  they  had  the 
privilege  of  loafing  with  the  cream  of 
society  instead  of  being  forced  to  labor 
and  by.  that  means  procure  tlioso  pro¬ 
saic  necessities  of  life,  Food  and  Shel¬ 
ter. 

Many  a  human  hoax  has  clothed  him¬ 
self  in  the  smartest  raiment.  Many  a 
glittering  piece  of  glass  is  set  in  a 
gaudy  ring.  The  nut  behind  the  wheel 
is  the  weakest  part  of  most  expensive 
automobiles,  etc.  ad  infinitum. 

The  best  dressed  man  in  Now  York 
gained  this  distinction  after  he  had 
acquired  fame  as  a  writer.  The  dis¬ 
tinction  came  with  the  leisure  that  suc¬ 
cess  brought  him,  and  the  opportunity 
to  devote  more  time  to  the  development 
of  the  minor  details. 

Tliero  is  a  class  of  collegiate  Beau 
Brummcls  who  have  added  nothing  to 
the  intellect  of  the  colleges  but  who 
are  directly  responsible  for  the  greatest 
problems  of  student  management  that 
the  authorities  have  to  cope  with.  They 
are  devotees  of  the  exotic  and  look 
upon  the  period  to  be  spent  in  college 
as  a  good  place  for  a  four  year  loaf. 
Their  object  is  to  look  with  apparent 
disgust  at  the  essentials  of  education 
and  it  is  they  who  embrace  with  rap¬ 
ture  all  tlicorics  that  the  appearance 
is  the  thing.  Happiness  comes  to  them 
only  as  it  can  bo  associated  with  com¬ 
plete  irresponsibility. 

If  we  could  interpret  the  article 
of  the  previous  issuo  as  a  plpa  for 
greater  pride  in  personal  appearance, 
or  as  ,a  kindly  remindor  that  tlioso 
things  do  undoubtedly  work  for  success, 
wo  would  extend  our  thanks.  But  it 
goes  much  farther  expanding  an  un¬ 
wholesome  philosopy  of  life  nnd  preach¬ 
ing  an  evident  disregard  for  ability 
nnd  achievement.  Granted  that  a  first 
impression  might  aid  groatly  in  ob¬ 
taining  a  position,  nothing  will  give 
you  success  in  tho  industrial  or  profes¬ 
sional  world  savo  tho  production  of  re¬ 
sults  anything  loss  tlinn  this  would 
moan  uttor  failure.  Eventually  tho 
fourfluslier  is  roplacod  by  tho  individ¬ 
ual  who  is  prepared  to  render  a  dofinito 
sorvioo,  willingly.  Tho  supercilious 
person  is  thrown  on  tho  human  junk- 
heap.  If  the  students  at  Maryville 
will  dovoto  ■thomsolvcs  to  a  conscien¬ 
tious  preparation  for  the  work  thnt 
they  have  elioson,  thou  tho  friends  of 
the  college  have  not  laborod  in  vain 
ovon  though  thoy  do  pursuo  their  cours¬ 
es  attirod  in  comfortablo  unconven¬ 
tional  garb. 

Wlmt  ideal  does  “Tho  Eyo  That 
Boos”  cherish  for  this,  his  school? 
Boos  an  intellectual  atmosphore  come 
only  from  closo  association  with  porsons 
.  whoso  minds  have  never  been  sullied 
with  such  probloms  as  board  and  room? 
Or  whoso  forehead  bus  never  boon 
damp  with  tho  perspiration  of  honest 
toil?  Has  ho  adopted  -the  educational 
ideals  of  tho  Chinese  scholastics?  When 
in  the  United  States  have  we  decided 
that  the  O.  P.  shirt  la  the  sign  of  eter-

Tourney  Ruling 
Lets  St.  Joseph 
in  State  Meet 


Elimination  Tournament  to  Be  Held 
Bteween  City’s  Schools. — Other  Glass 
A  Teams  Will  Play  in  Maryville. 

A  settlement,  rejecting  the  proposal 
to  hold  the  Class  A  Northwest  Missouri 
High  School  basketball  tournament  in 
St.  Joseph,  has  been  made  by  the  board 
of  control,  of  the  Missouri  High  School 
Athletic  Association.  The  Class  A 
tournament  will  be  held  in  Maryville 
as  usual,  but  the  St.  Joseph  high  schools 
will  participate  in  an  elimination  tour¬ 
ney  all  their  own,  as  in  the  past,  and 
the  winner  will  he  sent  to  the  stato 
meeting  in  Columbia.  f 

Some  time  ago  tho  board  of  control 
met  and  made  now  rulings  concerning 
tho  state  tournament.  It  was  decided 
to  certify  two  teams  from  tournaments 
to  be  held  in  each  of  tho  five  state 
teachers- college  districts,  Kansas  City 
and  St.  Louis,  and  the  district  of  tho 
Holla  School  of  Mines.  This  eliminat¬ 
ed  the  St.  Joseph  entry  and  forced 
teams  from  that  city  to  compete  in  tho 
Northwest  Missouri  tournament  at 
Maryville. 

There  was  much  discussion  on  the 
matter,  and  David  W.  Hopkins,  vice- 
principal  of  tho  St.  Joseph  Central  High 
School,  suggested  that  the  Class  A 
Northwest  tournament  he  held  in  that 
city  instead  of  Maryville. 

But  One  From  Rolla 
The  board  of  control  ruled  at  a  meet¬ 
ing  last  Saturday  afternoon  in  Colum¬ 
bia  that  but  ■  one  team  would  be  cer¬ 
tified  from  the  Holla  district,  which 
is  a  small  one,  and  that  the  winner  of 
the  St.  Joseph  city  tournament  would 
be  certified  to  the'  state  tourney.  This 
city  meet  will  bo  held  on  March  5. 
Since  tliero  are  five  schools  to  com¬ 
pete,  including  Christian  Brothers  Col- 
lego,  a  Catholic  institution,  the  two 
weakest  teams  in  the  city  will  play 
for  the  privilege  of  entering  the  city 
tournament.  •  , 

The  tournament  in  Maryville  will  be 
held  on  March  10-12.  Entry  blanks 
have  already  been  mailed  out  for  this 
tournament,  and  two  schools  have  al¬ 
ready  certified  thoir  lists  of  players. 

Regardless  of  the  number  of  schools 
entered  in  tho  tournament,  the  six-, 
teoir  with  the  greatest  enrollments  wilL 
bo  placed  in  Class  A,  and  tlio  others 
will  bo  in  Class  B.  Tho  Collogo  will , 
givo  a  trophy  to  the  winner  in  oacli ! 
class.  The  two  class  champions  will  I 
play  for  the  grand  championship  of  tho 
tournament,  and  a  trophy  cup  will  bo  j 
given  tho  winner  of  this  game  by  II.  L.  j 
Haines,  Maryville  jewolor. 

Suggesteed  by  the  College 
Tho  champion  of  each  class  will  bo 
certified  to  tho  stato  tournaniont,  and 
half  of  tho  oxpensos  of  each  team  will 
he  \pnid  by  tho  Collogo. 

Tho  sugestion  that  St.  Joseph  bo  al¬ 
lowed  to  certify  its  city  champion  for 
tho  state  tmirmiiiiont  came,  from  tho 
Collogo,  nftor  a  study  was  mndo  of  tho 
situation  from  all  nnglos,  hut  tho  action 
of  tho  hoard  of  control  likely  followed 
a  desire  to  folow  educational  linos  in 
tho  districting  of  tho  stnto. 

Tho  Missouri  Stnto  Tonchesr,  Asso¬ 
ciation  divides  Missouri  into  eight  dis¬ 
tricts,  nnd  tho  board  of  control  merely 
decided  to  rospcct  tlioso  districts,  nnd 
allow  teams  to  bo  certified  from  each 
of  them.  4

Even  as  many  stories  improve  with  the  telling,  so  has  Bearcat  basketball  stock  been  boosted  in  mad  leaps 
and  bounds  since  last  Friday  night  when  the  Maryville  team  downed  the  Hillyards  of  St.  Joseph,  national  cham¬ 
pions-  Time  and  again  has  the  story  of  that  victory  been  told,-  and  time  and  again  has  it  been  retold,  and  with 
each  telling  it  has  become  all  the  more  sweet,  until  Maryville  is  now  reveling  in  the  glorious  ecstacy  of  it. 

Thirty-five  to  thirty-one  was  the  score,  but  one  could  hot  multiply  thirty-five  by  thirty-one  and  come  within 
one-tenth  of  the  number  of  hearts  made  joyous  by  the  thrilling  shots  and  air-tight  defense  which  turned  back 
the  national  title  holders  and  placed  Maryville  basketball  on  par  with  the  best  in  the  country.

Tho  eonferonce  games  away  from 
home  this  year  will  be  received  at  the 
courthouse  in  Maryvillo  while  they  aro 
being  played.  By  means  of  an  electrie 
scoreboard,  owned  by  Coach  Jones  and 
Mr.  Mapel,  all  plays  of  tho  awny-from 
homo  games  will  be  givon  to  followers 
of  tho  team  within  a  few  seconds  after 
thoy  have  transpired  on  tho  foreign 
courts. 

The  Electrocourt  as  the  scoreboard  is 
called,  will  be  used  for  tlie  first  time 
on  tho  Capo  game  tonight.  The 
playing  of  the  game  will  start  in  Mary¬ 
ville  at  8  o’clock,  and  it  should  be  over 
within  an  hour. 

Tho  conference  percentage  standings 
have  boon  altered  materially  sineo  the 
Bearcats  wero  in  action  last.  Although 
Capo  Girardeau  lias  been  idle,  Kirks¬ 
ville,  Springfield,  and  Warrensburg 
bavo  been  playing,  and  none  of  those 
teams  has  come  out  with  a  clean  slate.

"Pop”  Hillyard  requires  is  that  they,  go  into  a  game  and  win-  But 
the  laxity  of  training  tells  in  a  game  such  as  was  played  in  Mary-  , 
^  ville  last  Friday  night,  and  the  Hillyards  were  plainly  out  of 
breath  on  numerous  occasions.

would  tend  to  restrict  education  to  a 
email  group  whose  lone  qualification 
would  be  financial.  Tiie  critic  has 
portrayed  vividly  just  how  we  have 
•resisted  this  form  of  decay  to  which 
many  of  the  schools  of  higher  educa¬ 
tion  have  fallen  victim.  The  demo¬ 
cratic  idealism  to  which  this  school 
owes  its  existence  has  been  preserved, 
nrtifial  criteria  havonot  boon  allowed 
to  create  financial  handicaps  for  the 
persons  who  look  upon  the  college  as 
primarily  a  place  to  satisfy  intellect¬ 
ual  curiosity. 

Unless  this  tendency  to  stress  the 
superficialities  is  curbed  wo  shall  work 
,a  genuine  hardhip  upon  tho  person 
who  has  a  willing  and/  capable  mind 
but  no  excess  of  this  worlds  goods-  It 
is  to  this  group  that  most  of  us  be¬ 
long.  In  our  desire  to  contribute  to 
the  advancement  of  our  “Alma  Mater” 
let  us  ever  remember  to  keep  first 
things,  first.  !

Poultry  Report 
For  January  Is 
Outstanding  One 


Under  Mr.  Withington’s  Oversight,  Re¬ 
sults  Are  Profitable  From  Roth  an 
Educational  and  a  Financial  Stand¬ 
point. 

Tiie  Poultry  Department  of  tiio  Col¬ 
lege  lias  been  successful  in  _its  work, 
and  the  record  of  the  past  month,  Jan¬ 
uary,  is  deserving  a  special  notice.  Mr. 
AVithington ’s  pride  in  his  wftrk  is  jus¬ 
tifiable.  Under  his  careful  oversight 
the  work  is  profitable,  educationally 
and  financially.  Everything  is  carried 
on  with  a  view  of  promoting  efficiency 
in  the  student  who  is  interestccd  in 
poultry  as  a  profitable  avocation  as 
well  as  tiie  scientific  phase.  The  know¬ 
ledge  gained  from  this  work  is  easily 
adapted  to  tho  person  of  average  means 
without  elaborate  equipment. 

There  are  at  present  one  hundred  and 
fifty-three  high-quality  Single  Comb 
White  Leghorn  pullets  in  the  flock. 
Mr.  AVithington  has  divided  tho  flock 
into  two  groups.  Seventy-fjve  of  the 
choice  pullets  have  been  placed  with 
three  pedigreed  cockerels  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Missouri.  The  others  have 
been  mated  with  cockerels  from  Mr. 
Amy’s  flock. 

Tho  following  figures  speak  for 
themselves  as  to  tho  success  of  the  pro¬ 
ject.  "They  are  also  the  best- argument 
for  a  balanced  ration  of  feed.  It  is 
noticed  ns  well  that  the  item  of  labor 
is  charged  against  the  'flock.  It  repre¬ 
sents,  not  an  estimate  but  an  actual  ex¬ 
pense  incured  [for  every  minute  of 
work.
